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Consulting firm 
for freeway picked

A team of consultants has tentatively 
been selected to conduct a study aimed 
at making the Foothill Freeway a 
reality. 

Parsons, Brinckerhoff, Quade and 
Douglas Inc. was chosen last week by 
a selection committee of the Route 30 
Corridor Group as the main consulting 
firm to draft preliminary design and 
financial plans for the freeway. 

The firm is seeking $165,000 for the 
study, but its price and scope of work 
are still subject to the corridor group’s 
review 


Local officials on the corridor group 
also continued to be optimistic that the 
California Transportation Commission 
will grant an extension they are seek- 
ing on a Dec. 31 deadline for having a 
financial plan in place. The commis- 
sion will consider the request Thursday 
and Friday in Costa Mesa. 

Mayor Jon Mikels of Rancho Cuca- 

monga, chairman of the corridor 
- group, said the extension should be 
y routine.’’ While commission 

Chairman Ivan Hinderaker has made 
no formal commitment, “‘we’ve done 
our homework,” Mikels said, referring 
to a mee with Hinderaker. 

The selection of Parsons, Brincker- 
hoff, Quade and Douglas Inc. still has 
to be ratified by the full Route 30 
Corridor Group, but Mikels said that 
approval is very likely. He noted that 
the consulting team was the unanimous 
choice of the elected officials repre- 
senting five corridor cities and the c: 
engineers and other technical 
taking part in the selection.

He was the major consultant in the 
study presented to the state commis- 
sion in 1980 that recommended keeping 
the freeway extension from La Verne 
to San Bernardino in the state’s high- 
way plans. The study also recommend- 
ed a share of local government funding 
and-a system of roadways scaled down 
from a full freeway east of Upland or. 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

Mikels said that Hollinden was one of 
the strongest assets for the Parsons 
group in its pro . In addition to his 
other credentials, Hollinden is a form- 
er mayor and councilman in Orange 
County and served as chairman of the 
transportation committee of the Cali- 
fornia League of Cities, Mikels said. 


Hollinden would be assigned to build- 
ing a consensus among the various 
governmental entities along the corri- 
dor — a task Mikels called the ‘ 
est nut to crack in the whole thing.” 

He pointed out that seven cities, two 
counties, two county transportation 
commissions and the state Transporta- 
tion Commission will have a say in the 
freeway design and financing.
